Bonds Di8i»pl>e»rliijt. 


Th« lost public debt statement for 


•September lat shows only $21,404, 
550 in the extended 5 per cents, now 
bearing interest at the rate of 3% 
per cent. The amount of these bonds 
cancelled in Angasfc was $10,610,500 
The Treasury Department was pre- 
pared to ttke in $20,000,000 during 
that month. 
It will tako iu this 


month the balance now outstanding 
if presented. 
It offers to take in 


856,000,000, and pay the interest to 
November lat, the date on which in 
terest Will caase on the entire 
amount now out, bat the holders are 
reluctant to surrender title. Those 
not cancelled by the first of Novena 
ber 1st will be charged off to the ac 
count of the matured debt, on which 
interest has ceased. The amount of 
this form of debt is now $6,583,200 
of which 82,021 250 is in extended G 
per oentf bonds, embraced in pre 
vious calls, and the remainder rep 
resents a soore of different forms o: 
debt. 


Profeisor Marsh on tb« Fosmil JF««t 


printa *f IWerada. 


Professor O. C. Marsh, after a close 


examination of photographs snd caati 
of the footprint! which were fount 
during the past Summer near Cm-son 
Nevada, and which hays been sup 
posed to be those of hum.'.a beings, 
says, in the current nninbtr of the 
American Journal of Science: 


The size of these footprints, am 


especially the width between the 
right and left series, ars strong evi 
deuca that they ware nob made bj 
man, as has baeu io generally sup 
posed. 
A more probably explanation i: 
that the impressions are tho tracks o 
a large sloth, either Mylodon or 
Morotherinm, remains of which have 
been found in essentially the same 
horizon. Iu support of this view 
it may be said that the footprints are 
almost exactly what these animal 
would make if the hind foot ooverec 
the impressions of those in frout. la 
size, in stride and in width between 
the right and left series of imprea 
sions, the footprints agree closely 
with what we bhonld expect Mylodon 
or Morotherium to make.

Advices from Pioohe s^ate tha 


Oscar Baker, who was making tha 
trip from Now York District, Cali 
fornia, to El Dorado Canyon, per 
ished from want of water when within 
two miles of the canyon. Thia makes 
the third man who has died o 
thirst this season while trying to cross 
the same desert, which it eight} 
miles wide. 


Some interesting statistics ragaril 


ing railroad travel in different ports 
of the country have recently beon 
compiled. They show that travel is 
relatively greatest in the .New Eng 
land States, where, daring the las 
year, the railroad* transported C5, 
220,934 passengers, or more -bun 
•ixteen times the total populaticA o 
tha section of tha last census. The 
Middle States come next, with u re 
oord of railway passengers ten times 
the population, while in the Wea 
the population sinks to about four 
times the population, rising in the 
Pacific States to 7 5 of the population 
The smallest of 'these proportions 
however, in largo compared with tbjil 
of the South, where the railroaja 
carried only 10,875,511 persons, or 
considerably over a million less than 
the population. The difference in 
railroad facilities, of course, accounts 
in large measure for these variations, 
but they also illustrate the charao 
teristios ot the several populations 
as governed both by their pursuits 
and by their disposition.

might labor to secure it; bat he can 
serve his country efficiently in the 
Senate, for wbiob he is peculiarly 
qualified both by ability and cxperi 
eooe, and it will be well if be shall 
henceforth be content to fill tha 
measure of his usefulness Jo that 
honorable sphere.

Very BenuwlutMe Produc- 
tions front Duekwator. 


[Eurekm San tine!]. 


We-do not believe that the capa- 


bilities of Nevada for agriculture are 
lalf appreciated. Had what is now 
accomplished in this State,in farming 
been talked of as possible only a few 
rears ago the proposition won id have 
seen considered nearly absurd. Not- 
withstanding all the disadvantages 
with which our farming people have 
10 contend, we are satisfied that in 
the lapao of time this sagebrush 
country will be made to blossom as 
;he rose. From several parts of the 
State, notably along the Humboldt. 
fruckee and Carson Rivers, where 
the soil is alluvial and the tempera- 
ture less rigorous, the fruit products, 
to say nothing of the cereals, are re- 
markable for their kind and variety. 
But the most satisfactory evidence of 
what con be done in Nevada in the 
cultivation of fruit is some pataplea 
of apples, grapes, plums and peaches 
that we have before us on the edi- 
torial table, brought to Eureka by 
Squira Irwin from his ranch in Nye 
county. The plums, yellow and pur- 
ple, are large, firm, sweet, and very 
jnioy. Toe grapes are of three sorts, 
the Muscat, Black Hamburg and 
Mission, 
They 
grow 
in 
large 
bunches, close together. They are 
firm, jnioy and sweet, and we do not 
hesitate to say that they are superior 
to similar grapes raised in Califor- 
nia. Mr. Irwiu raised three tons of 
grapes this season. 
He says they 


can be raised anywhere else in Ne 
vacla as well as in Dnokwater. The 
peaches are fine and superior to those 
of California. As a rule larger and 
finer looking fruit is grown in Cali- 
fornia than in Nevada, but it is the 
rule, also, that fruit uatnred in Ne- 
vada is more substantial and juicy 
and of better flavor than that pro- 
'luced in California. Squire Irwin 
has been experimenting in fruit rais 
ing on his ranch for the last seven 
01 eight years. At first he was not 
successful—he allowed his trees to 
attitin their normal growth. 
The 


wind, which is violent in his vicinity, 
as generally, at times, throughout, 
Nevada, blew the blossoms off, or if 
the blossoms escaped the ravages oi 
the wind, the young fruit would fall 
a victim to it and be blown from tho 
stems to the gionnd. 
He looked 


about him and took a lesson from 
nature. He saw the rnnty cedars 
how they grew on the hills, close to 
the ground, with low trunks and the 
limbs spread out nearly on a line 
with the ground. He went to work 
aud prepared his fruit trees to make 
them grow the same way. He planted 
young trees and cut them off just 
above the first limb, and never al 
lowed any tree to grow higher than 
uis head. He thus saved them from 
the violence of the wind. 
The 


branches spread out, and as the frnit 
grew and matured it rested on the 
ground. His best fruit, he says, ia 
that which rests on the ground, cov 
ered over with straw. He makes i 
great abundance of gooseberries, cur- 
rants and other berries every year. 
Nor do the frosts ever kill the more 
tender fruits on his place, except tho 
grape vines, of which nearly one 
half are Winter killed every year 
Hereafter he will save all these vines 
by bending them down and covering 
them over with straw and earth, after 
harvest, until Spring. 
This year 


Mr. Irwin will sell to his neighbor* 
in Duck Valley between four and 
five tons of fruit. From his remark- 
able success, attained by industry 
and thoughtful labor, it is plain that 
others may go and do likewise any- 
whero else almost on the slope. He 
says he feels as though he had just 
started in to find out a few of the 
many things about fruit raising that 
he knows he will come upon by ex- 
perience 
From year to year he will 


improve his fruit by purchase and 
selection of the best stock, and we 
feel sure that within the next five or 
six years his 40-acre orchard will be 
one which not only Nevada, but al- 
most any State might be proud of.

every way qualified under the law, and whose successor has been 
duly elected, but not yet ^installed, an eligible candidate for the 
position of Supreme Representative? 


Answer, No

perhaps requiring that Grand Chancellors and Supreme Representa- 
tives shall be in possussion of the Rank prior to installation, and ad- 
mission to Supreme Lodge, as it is plain that a Grand Chancellor 
cannot foster by his official influ&noe a Rank of which he knows 
nothing; and it is equally true that a Supreme Representative cannot 
legislate very wisely in the interest of a feature of the Order of 
whose workings and needs he is ignorant.
